niversity Council Vetoes Pre-registration 


A detailed brief on pre-registration for the upcoming year was rejected unanimously on Friday by 
University Council. Council sort the whole matter back to committee where an attempt will be made to 


work out some partial solutions to the annual fall registration hassle. 


Under the proposed pre-re- 
gistration, plan students would 
have to register from January 
to February and faculty councils 
would have to be committed as 
to curriculum, course times, and 
staff by December Ist. 


OBVIOUS PROBLEMS 


With this system, students 
would have to commit themselves 
in February for courses the fol- 
lowing year. No changes would 
be allowed as that would be 
tantamount to having two regis- 
tration procedures. 

Registrar Ken Adams pointed 
out that in a survey taken last 
year it was found that the ma- 
jority of students don’t really

know what they are going to take 
in September, never mind the 
preceding February. 

There would also be the pro- 
blem of securing prerequisites, 
and there is also the small pro- 
blem of the 20 percent turnover 
amongst underclassmen. 

Faculty objections came from 
the Assistant Dean of Arts, Mi- 
chel Despland, who declared that 
it would be next to impossible to 
implement the program. It would 
take a full month of emergency 
meetings to work out staff ap- 
pointements, course allocations, 
times, etc., etc., by December 
Ist, and this would prove un- 
satisfactory. 
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registration involves a lot more 
than anyone ever thought when 
they rejected the present 
tem”’.

He went on to say that pre- 
registration would prove to be 
too much of a load on this year’s 
budget as money had already 
been alloted for September re- 
gistration purposes for this fisc- 
al year. The university had no 
contingency fund so the money 
would have to be squeezed from 
current expenses. 


While he agreed that there was 
a definite need for changes in 
the registration system, he felt 
that’ the proposed plans would 
only solve some of the problems, 
and would exaggerate others. He 







said that the real problem was 
a shortage of courses and qua- 
lified personnel to teach them. 


So the problem of Pre-re- 
gistration is back in the hands 
of the University Council’s sub- 
committee, from whence it will 
presumably spring forth renew- 
ed sometime in the foreseable 
future. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


In other council discussions, 
SGWAUT Council presented a 
statement of position concerning 
the proposed Faculty Code. It 
emphasized the neef for a uni- 
versity wide code and indicated 
the faculty’s acceptance of such 
a document along the lines of the 
student code. Council then dele- 
gated the authority to study the 
code to the Joint Committee on 
ee 
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University Affairs. 
Finally, the Despland-Savage 


Report on Loyola-Sir George 
merger possibilities was ac- 
cepted as a loose basis for 
further discussions. This does 


not represent outright acceptance 
of the content, however. 


Dean Callaghan of Engineering 
objected to a paragraph in the 


first page of the report that 
went as follows: ““The general 


principle underlying this propo- 
sal is that the academic interests 
of thosz concerned in the pro- 
posed federation are best met 
by vigorous decentralization of 
professional education and scien- 
tific resources."’ He claimed that 
it set an unfavourable assump- 
tion on which to base talks. 
Council summarily voted to 


‘strike the paragraph from the 
gsocumemt.

PANELISTS S AGREE 
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WILLY BRANDT 
IS OK 


Mr. Breitenstein, Diplomatic 
Correspondent of the Frank- 
further Rundschau, met Prof, J. 
Smith, Associate Chairman of 
the Department of Political Eco- 
nomy of the University of To- 
ronto at a panel discussion on 
the German Elections. 

Mr. Breitenstein discussed 
what he feels to be the turning 
point in German history: the 
election of Willy Brandt, the 
first socialist Chancellor to hold 


office in Germany since the 
1920’s. With his victory, the 
CDU lost for the first time 


since the establishment of the 
German Federal Republic, and 
with that loss went the last 
vestiges of effective opposition. 

He went on to say that this 
governmental change will have 
certain repercussions on Ger- 
man policy. Firstly, Germany 
most probably will sign the nu- 
clear non-proliferation treaty, 
something that the social de- 
mocratic party has been de- 
manding for some time. Second, 
the German mark has already 
been revaluated upward. Other 
legislation will be in the area 
of education, pollution control, 
and further co-ordination with 
the west, (i.e. remaining in 
NATO) while striving for closer 
co-opegation with East Germany 
and othzr Eastern European 
countries. 

Prof. Smith spoke mainly about 
East Germany. East Germany 
sufferred a crippling brain drain 
before the Berlin Wall was cons- 


tructed. The loss of these young 
intellectuals and svizmtists has 
wounded the struggling East 
German economy. 

Smith claimed that although 
Kast Germany’s Ulbricht never 
had complete power, East Ger- 
many did not suffer from police 
terror to nearly the same de- 
gree as did other Russian satel- 
lites. Ulbricht’s agricultural col- 
lectivism program did not make 
the same mistakes that other 
governments made and his rela- 
tions with the church were the 
most liberal behind the Iron 
Curtain. 

He denied that the existance 
of East Germany is solely due to 
Russian force. Although the elec- 
tions are not free in the western 
sense, Smith feels that if they 
were, socialism would still be a 
significant political force, as 
Marxist ideology is certainly 
not alien to Germany. 


Smith claims that after the 
German people were present- 
zd with the ‘fait accompli’ of 
the Berlin Wall, they decided 
to settle down im the absence of 
other alternwtives. Since then, 
the East German economy has 
taken an upswing. 


According to both men, the 
future of East-West German 
relations will depend greatly on 
the upcoming negotiations on 
communications. The two men 
agreed for sure on one thing: 
any change that may occur, will 
not occur overnight.

Departure was slated for 8:00 
AM, and although the weather 
was far from ideal, it was fly- 
able. Far from ideal,? I'll say! 
This was one of the roughest 
trips that I have ever had. The 
winds, coming from the west, 
were about 40 knots, and the 
Appalachians have a habit of 


whipping up the air and causing - 


severe turbulence. 


Well, we slowed the airplane 
down, both for passenger com- 
fort (futile) and for safety pur- 
pose, and so arrived at our des- 
tination a lot later than intended, 
leaving very little time for pro- 
per flight planning prior to re- 
turn. 


Neverthless, I went over the 
Met. office, got the winds aloft 
and other pertinent weather in- 
formation, and proceeded to cal- 
culate headings and groundspeed. 


I figured that it would take 
two hours and forty-five minu- 
tes for the entire flight, which 
would have left a very healthy 
fuel reserve so we planned to 
go non-stop. 


Somehow, whether the fore- 
cast winds changed, (which is 
what I like to think happened) 
or I miscalculated somewhere, 
we were only over Burlington 
after three hours. In the mean- 
time, we heard radio messages 
from around the country, repor- 


ting low ceilings, scattered show- 
ers with occasional thundershow- 
ers, and icing conditions at fair- 
ly low levels, so I carefully 
watched the fuel guages, hoping 
it wouldn’t be necessary to cir- 
cumnavigate some areas of bad 
weather, or, even worse, have 
to land at an alternate airport. 


When over Burlington, which 
is forty-five minutes from Mon- 
treal, I figured we had about 
eight gallons of fuel, enough for 
one hour of flight. However, the 
air regulations require a fuel 
reserve of at least forty-five 
minutes, so I debated with my- 
self. Do we dare take a chance 
and push on in order to save 
face; or should I refuel to be 
safe and admit I goofed? 


Well, I decided to land, not 
only to get more gas, but also 
to recheck the weather at the 
Met. office. 


As it worked out, the weather 
cooperated, and we had an une- 
ventful trip back to St. Hubert, 
but I still wonder what could 
have happened. The moral of 
the story, of course, is that if 
I had been a little more meti- 
culous about my original flight 
planning (as I tell my students 
to do ) we would have been spa- 
red some moments of anxiety 
and (perhaps) some hairy mo- 
ments in the airplane. Well any- 
way, all was not lost - my re- 
putation as a teacher was pre- 
served in that I opted for sa- 
fety above all.

They come 
after classes to plan productions 
and spend Friday evenings or 
weekends in training sessions 
or research for program cont- 
ent. There is more program- 
ming coming out of TV Sir 
George than ever before, and if 
it doesn’t meet with Mr. Gray’s 
standards, than I suggest he 
come down to the studio and 
enlighten us. Insinuations and 
derogatory comments should be 
supported by constructive re- 
direction. 

If the Pa$er editor reads anhhotl 
the October 23rd issue of Issues 
and Events for some illumination 


on C.L.T. activities. In passing, 
I would like to point out that the 
program “Can You All Hear At 
the Back?” is not a TV Sir 
George production as The Paper 
insists on publishing, but origin- 
ates from C.I.T., and ‘‘Audio- 
Visual” as used in the editorial 
title is a defunct term.

Meanwhile, Dr. Savage reite- 
rated that “there is sufficient 
evidence from both sides to war- 
rent a fair public hearing’. He 
was supported by an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the 700 students 
in attendance. 


Dr. Santhanam received a 
much similar reception from the 
partisan crowd. He accused the 
administration of dealing in a

“Anti-gone” in Review.. 


McGill Players and Theatre 1 
presented “Anti-gone”’ last Sa- 
turday evening at McGill Student 
Union’s ‘Theatre of the Round’. 

“Anti-gone” is the product of 
true theatre workshop, created 
and written as well as perform- 
ed by the cast. The play was 
composed of the individual sce- 


nes integrated in theme and 
mood. Each scene _ described 
the individual’s. struggle for 


survival in a society of the ma- 
jority; the struggle portrayed 
by original dialogue, quotations, 
choreography, music and _ pro- 
jection, attempting and for the 
most part succeeding in total 
involvement with the audience. 
Because of this total integration, 
“Antigone” can only be discus- 
sed in terms of a total produc- 
tion and not in terms of the in- 
dividuals who made up the cast. 

The initial scene, ‘Prologue’, 
quickly built to a climax which 
slowly lapsed through, ‘Exposi- 


tion’, and~ was suddenly con- 
trasted with the humour of, 
‘Comic Book Anti-gone’, and 


was then gradually developed 
again through several scenes to 
a final level in, ‘Visual Mono- 
logue’, dramatically combining 


Seeing the members of Thea- 
tre I reshearsing for their play 
Anti-Gone is quite an experien- 
ce. This collective creation is 
directed by Bob Tembeck. It is 
impossible to put any labels on 
this theatrical effort. One might 
perhaps narrow it down as a 
series of visions, where dan- 
ce, tragedy, heroism and come- 
dy are skillfully interwoven. The- 
re is also an emphasis on vi- 
sual and audio effects creating 
a powerful stimulant for one’s 
senses.

choreography, dialogue, and sli- 
de-projection, to emphasize the 
inner conflict of the individual. 

“Anti-gone” is a play of 
mood and theme, devoid of plot 
and to effectively convey the 
theme must rely on continuity 
of flow. Consequently, I feel the 
play could have and should have 
ended with ‘Visual Monologue’, 
with perhaps a shorter ‘Love 
Yes Now Yes’, and the increased 
processional. But to include 
the somewhat jerkiness of dan- 
cing and the length of ‘Sacrifi- 
ce’, was unnecessary and an- 
noying. 

‘“Anti-gone’ must be pre- 
sented on a stage akin to Mc 
Gill’s Theatre of the Round, 
where the proximity of the au- 
dience to the play can accentua- 
te their involvement with the 
mood; the play must fail in any 
theatre where performance and 
audience are seperated by spa- 
ce, 

The black and white costu- 
ming, the solid though varied 
lighting and the absence of set 
effectively broke down the au- 
dience’s identity with any parti-

to the clockwork mechanization 
of society as portrayed in ‘Con- 
temporary Anti-gone’. 


‘“Anti-gone” needs and must 
have received tremendous effort 
and co-operation from the cast 
and considerable rehearsal time, 
and oh yes I almost forgot to 
mention that half the dialogue 
was in French, a fact that was 
as well integrated into the whole 
by director Robert Tanbeck and 
Designer Lilian Karnouk as we- 
re the other elements of thepro- 
duction. 


For one who likes to work at 
total involvement with a play, 
regardless of the absence or 
presence of plot, this stark 
theatre of realism, “‘Anti-gone’’, 


.could only be judged a success.

| Brodie in old Montreal

The Centaur Theatre Comp- 
any is presenting The Prime Of 
Miss Jean Brodie, as their first 
production, at the Cultural Cen- 
tre in Old Montreal. 

The play, adapted for stage 
by Jay Allen, is a series. of 
loosely-connected scenes done 
as flashbacks. Miss Brodie, who 
appears in all but a few scenes, 
is the only true character, for 
the script has sacrificed much 
in an attempt to develop her 
more carefully. In any produc- 
tion of this play, I believe that 
there should be two elements 
present, without which the play 
would surely lose so much of its 
power. First, the strong sense 
of rhythm is necessary to keep 
the flow of time and of action, 
otherwise the whole would be- 
come choppy and uneven, and 
finally uninteresting. The sec- 
ond, and more important ele- 
ment, is the actress who plays 
the leading role. She must be a 
magnet, always rivetting the at- 
tention to herself, yet still al- 
lowing us to see the others a- 
round her. She must seem quite 
warm - genuinely, but also ap- 
pear quite mad. She must be as 
devoted to her students as she is 
to the artist who is so much in 
love with her. 

In this production neither of 
these elements seemed com- 
pletely there; but there was much 
of both. I feel that if the light- 
ing had been composed of cross- 
fades rather than blackouts, a 
sense of flow would have been 
established and hense more of a 
sense of rhythm. Instead, each 
scene ended, and we waited for 


the next. It became too much 
of a wait by the end of the first 
act. The script was shown up 
for one of its weaknesses in 
this way, since the blackouts 
made it appear that the scenes 
were really nothing more that 
vignettes. Several were even 
superfluous to the play. 

As for Jean, herself, Denise 
Huot, has brought so much hum- 
anity and warmth to the role, 
that it struck me she was much 
closer to a kindly old aunt, than 
flamboyant school teacher of the 
1930’s. She was not made of. 
fire, nor did she convince me 
that her group of little girls 
could honestly pin their hopes 
on her. Maurice Podbrey, who 
has directed this production, and 
Miss Huot seemed to have been 
to kind to Miss Brodie. 

The set and the costumes were 
poor. The small stage is not 
at all enough for this large play. 
The characters must be given 
the choice of moving. This 
particular set was a trap. And 
the costumes looked like the 
designer wasn’t sure of what 
she was doing. There was no 
authenticity. The play is set 
in the 1930's, and the cast’s 
costuming ranged from that per- . 
iod until today. Not only that, 
but the designs looked like they 
were off a rack, never suiting 
the people who had to wear them. 

The play is a good one, and the 
production is always enjoyable. 
It reaches dynamic moments in 
particular the picnic scene in 
the first act, where Denise Huot 
captured so totally, all that was 
Jean Brodie.
